TIME  TO  PLANT.  All  the  hardy  bulbs  must  be  planted  in  the  fall,  any  time  during  October  and 
November,  as  late  as  the  ground  remains  open.  Your  orders  will  be  filled  just  as  soon  as  the  bulbs  reach  us 
from  abroad.  Planting  directions  are  given  on  the  catalogue  page  devoted  to  each  variety.  After  freezing 
weather  has  set  in,  cover  the  bulbs  and  perennial  plantings  with  straw  or  leaves  several  inches  deep 
as  a winter  protection. 

ORDER  EARLY.  It  is  impossible  to  keep  every  variety  of  bulb  in  stock  the  whole  season,  and  to 
})revent  disappointment,  we  suggest  ORDERING  EARLY.

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SINGLE  EARLY  TULIPS 


OUTDOOR  PLANTING.  Any  good  garden  soil  pre- 
pared by  spading  to  a depth  of  10  to  12  inches  is  suitable. 
Plant  the  bulbs  five  inches  apart  for  mass  effect  and  about 
four  inches  deep.  The  bulbs  should  all  be  planted  at  an 
equal  depth  if  they  are  desired  to  bloom  at  the  same  time. 
Raise  the  bed  several  inches  above  the  lawn  or  walk  to 
encourage  drainage.  Firm  the  soil  well  about  the  bulbs 
and  mulch  the  beds  with  leaves  or  straw  before  severe 
cold  sets  in. 

HOUSE  CULTURE.  Plant  six  or  more  bulbs  in  a 
pot.  Set  in  a cool  dark  place  for  a period  of  six  to  ten 
weeks,  to  allow  roots  to  develop.  They  can  then  be  brought 
into  the  light  for  flowering.  1 Follow  same  instructions  as 
for  Hyacinths.)

LATE  OR  MAY  FLOWERING 
TULIPS 

May  flowering  tulips  include  many  species  and  types.  The 
Darwin,  Cottage  and  Breeder  types,  comprising  the  principal 
and  most  important  classes,  have  relatively  the  same  blooming 
season,  viz.:  usually  two  to  three  weeks  later  than  the  early 
flowering  type. 

They  are  wonderful  flowers  and  make  a most  gorgeous  show- 
ing in  the  garden  or  border.  The  large  cup-shaped  blooms  on 
tall  erect  stems  surpassing  in  color  effect  any  other  flowers.  As 
they  come  into  bloom  before  the  shrubs  and  other  hardy  plants 
are  fully  leafed  out  or  are  in  blossom,  these  tulips  are  most 
valuable  and  desirable. 

The  Darwins  are  the  best  known  and  the  more  popular  of 
the  late  flowering  group,  with  many  varieties  of  intense  color. 
They  vary  from  deep  violet-black,  purple,  crimson  and  scarlet, 
salmon,  rose  pink  to  the  faintest  lilac,  with  innumerable  inter- 
mediate shades.  Our  list  this  year  is  most  complete,  with  many 
new  and  desirable  varieties.

The  double  tulips  are  especially  desirable  for  out- 
door planting  and  bedding.  The  large  peony-like 
blossoms  are  highly  ornamental,  coming  into  bloom 
a little  later  than  the  early  varieties  of  single  and 
before  the  Darwins.  The  flowers  last  a long  time 
and  make  a grand  disjtlay  when  planted  in  groups 
or  beds.

INDOOR  CULTURE,  IN  POTS.  Growing  Hyacinths  indoors 
is  a very  simple  matter.  The  pleasure  derived  in  watching  the  rapid 
development  from  the  time  the  sprouting  starts  until  the  large  truss 
of  flowers  has  fully  developed,  and  the  added  pleasure  of  bright 
cheerful,  sweetly  perfumed  flowers  during  the  dreary  winter  days,  is 
ample  reward  for  the  slight  effort. 

Use  good  rich  soil.  Place  some  pieces  of  porous  material  such  as 
broken  flower  pots  in  the  bottom  so  as  to  insure  drainage.  Fill  in 
enough  soil  so  as  just  to  cover  the  top  after  being  well  firmed.  L^se  4- 
to  5-inch  pots  for  the  larger  bulbs  when  planted  singly.  A number 
of  the  small  bulbs  planted  in  a ^ or  f height  pot  is  very  satisfactory. 
After  potting  they  should  be  thoroughly  watered  and  then  placed  in 
a cool,  dark  place  (preferably  a vegetable  cellar)  for  a period  of 
six  to  ten  weeks.  This  develops  the  roots. 

To  ascertain  the  right  time  to  bring  into  light,  tip  the  pot  upside 
down,  tapping  gently  so  as  to  lift  pot  off  soil.  If  several  of  the  white 
roots  show  it  is  then  safe  to  bring  them  into  light.  Better  results 
are  secured  by  growing  them  as  cool  as  possible. 

OUTDOOR  CULTURE.  Plant  the  bulbs  uniformly  about  6 
inches  deep.  Doing  so  carefully  will  insure  them  blooming  evenly. 
When  planting  a larger  bed,  the  best  plan  is  to  remove  about  4 inches 
of  soil,  firm  bulbs  in  place  about  6 inches  apart  each  way,  and  cover 
them  firmly.

PLANTING.  Space  the  plants  15  to  18  inches  apart  and  set 
the  roots  about  2 inches  below  the  ground  sm-face.  After  freezing 
weather  cover  these  new  plantings  with  a light  mulch  of  straw  or 
hay.

HARDY  IRIS  (Fleur-de-Lis) 

FOR  FALL  PLANTING 

Iris  is  so  generally  considered  as  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of 
perennial  plants  as  to  rightly  deserve  its  common  name — 
“The  Hardy  Garden  Orchid.”  The  brilliant  flowers,  held 
erect  on  tall,  stiff  stems  arising  from  the  clump  of  sword- 
shaped leaves,  make  the  Iris  a highly  prized  flower-garden 
subject.  For  cutting  use,  as  house  and  table  decorations,  the 
Fleur-de-Lis  is  greatly  desirable.  Stalks  of  flowers,  cut  when 
in  bud,  often  last  a week  indoors. 

PLANTING.  Early  to  late  fall  is  the  ideal  planting- 
season  for  Iris.  Set  the  roots  only  deep  enough  to  have  them 
covered  with  soil  and  avoid  any  fresh  manure  as  a fertilizer. 
A mulch  of  hay  or  straw  spread  over  the  new  plantings  after 
the  ground  has  frozen  is  a good  winter  protection.  Plants  set 
early  this  fall  usually  give  bloom  the  following  spring.  Almost 
any  situation  with  good  sunlight  and  fair  soil  will  prove  satis- 
factory for  planting.
